No large 
pieces of lava were found, but thete was much voleanic dust which bore a 
great similarity to that found at Pompeii, but was more destructive. Prof. 
Hill thinks the entire island is in danger of destruction.

It will be recalled that several weeks ego 
the Post-Dispatch called,attention to the

Capital of the Bank of Commerce Is 
$85,000,000 and That of the Con- 
 tinental $1,000,000—Trauns- 

fer of Stock to Be Made 
Soon. 


The report that the agents of the Bank 
of Commerce are engaged in securing the 
controlling stock of the Continental Na- 
tional is confirmed by William H. Thomp- 
Son, president of the Bank of Commerce. 

Mr. Thompson made this statement: ~— 

“No official action has as yet been taken 
with regard to the consolidation 
Bank of Commerce with the Continental. 

“L'nt!] more definite information reaches 
me Iam unprepared to make any statement 
of the reported deal.”’ 

“IT am not acquainted with the detatfls,"’ 
gaid Finis E. Marshall. 
‘Continental National Bank, 
Dispatch Friday, “as the reported con- 
solidation was not brought about by any 
negotiation between the officers of the two 
banks.’ In othér words, it was purely a 


stock transaction—the shares of the Conti- 


nental being bovght up by Bank of Com- 

merce interests.on the. St. Louls Stock Ex- 
, change.” 

George W. Parker, second vice-president 
of. the Continental. National, said: ‘The 
matter of the transfer of ‘the majority’ of 
the stock has not been brought officially 

to the directorsaof the Continental. We 
cannot prevent the stockholders from turn- 
ing over their stock to the agents of the 
Bank of Commerce. ‘ 

“However, when the stockholders who 
have sold out ask for a ratification of their 
acts by the directors, I am sure that it will 
be granted readily."’ 

Good authority asserts that the purchase 
of the Continental stock has been com- 
pleted and that the final transfer will be 
made in a few days. 

Continental stock was quoted on the ex- 
change Thérsday at $293, while Commerce 
sold as high as $500. Two weeks ago the 
latter stock could be purchased for $348. 

The last dividend was declared in April, 
being 2% per cent quarterly. 

On that date the resources of the Bank 
of Commerce were stated to be $48,180,582.98. 

The capital stock of the Continental bank 
is $1,000,000, while that of the Bank of Com- 
merce fs $5,000,000. 

Thev are recognized as two of the strong: 
est financial institutions in the country, and 
with the consolidation effected will make 
their capibined capital the largest, with one 
exception, of any bank west of the Alle- 
ghenies. 

The officials of neither bank would Indi- 
cate any possible changes in the manage- 
ment of the conso institution. 

It was rumored on’ the street, however, 
that Mr. Marshall would be made a second 
vice-president and that the other officials 
of the Continental would be taken care pf. 

It is generally conceded that Mr. Thomp- 
gon will head the consolidated institution, 
while Mr. Van Blarcom will also reta'n 
his rank of vice-president.

The Louisiana Purchase. 


Prof. Hosmer's book entitled ‘“‘The His- 
tory of the Louisiana Purchase” is a timely 
contribution to a subject uppermost just 
now in the public mind. . 

The book is exceptional in that it gives 
the French view of the great transaction, 
The author “believes that the transaction 
was a piece of Napoleonic pp Ree meg 
Jefferson and his negotiators playing only 
a secondary part.” 

Pursuing this view Prof. Hosmer has 
made large use of French authorities, and 
gives at length some important secret his- 
tory not heretofore published in English. 

The result is a volume fresh and full 
of interest. Through extracts from journals 
and diaries we get a view of the First 
Consul at short range. His brother Lucien 
reports the working of his brother's mind 
on this business, graphically and intimate- 
ly. The great Corsican’s diplomacy was of 
the Corsican brand, volcanic and irresistible 
He first thought of alienating the entire 
territory and first. proposed it, and he 
pushed the project through to the end with 
characteristic disregard of constitutional 
scruples, which he Teered at with explosive 
contempt. 

This vicw while not new is unfamiliar 
to the ordinary American reader, who now\ 
has an opportunity to learn something of 
the French side of the story. 

The concluding chapters of the book are 
occupied by the partisan controversy over 
the purchase, the formal transfer to the 
United States and a reviewof the national 
development consequent upon the acquisi- 
tion of the territory.

cOntiguous place. The theory of lightning 
i@ now fairly well established. It is sup- 
posed to be due to the rapid condensation 
of the minute drops of moisture in the air, 
each of which, under certain conditions, 
contains a small electric charge. As these 
minute drops coalesce, the electric poten- 
tial is increased, due to the fact that the 
total superficial area of the coalesc ed drops 
is less than twice that when they existed 
Singly, and, as the electric capacity is pro- 
portional to this area, the elec tric charge 
of the two drops is now confined within an 
area of less capacity than before, with the 
result that the electric pressure is in- 
creased. In this way, long before tha drops 
have attained a size to be precipitated 24 
rain, an electromotive force amounting to 
millions of volts is developed. While there 
is no certain immunity from lightning when 
prevails, attention is called to the great 
desirability of persevering in efforts to re- 
suseitate those who have been rendered in- 
sensible by Hghtning strokes, as recoveries 
have repeatedly been made of persons sup- 
posed to be dead, after more than an hour's 
efforts.

Humbert declared that 
she had $20,000,000 of securities sealed in a 
safe she could not touch pending the de- 
cision of the courts.
